BEQUETTE’S SUSPICIONS. 
Here begia the chronicies of the Bequettes 
The busband, earning but $1.90 a 


lay as conductor, was not in a position to 
top the business of boarding-house keeping, 
or even to dictate the manner in which It 
hould be eonducted. The house was really 
ringiag in more money than he. Mrs. Be 
uette is a large women of striking appear- 
nce, who once had both a handsome 
ace anda commanding figure. 

Watkine, very early in his acquaintance 
with Mrs. Bequette showed attentions which 
caused jealousy. 

When Wette’s jealousy was awakened he 
and bis wife had npmerous qearrels, and 
within the last few weeks the whole colony 
has come to understand that a seperation 
must soon ensue. Indeed, uette himself 
told a number of his intimate friends that 
he was only waiting fora chance to get pos- 
session of his children. He so stated to Mur. L. 
Boucher, a butchér, with whum he has 
often excha confidences; and avowed 
his determination to order Watkins from the 
house. lie tola Boucher, the latter states, 
that it this action did not cure Mrs. Bequette 
of her attachment for \ atkins he would or- 
der Ler out, too, and that she could thep do 
s she pleased.

m. (ity Undertaker Pohiman’s Wagon drove 
up towhere the officers were stationed—in 
full view of the entire premises of the 
Nneduette househo'd—and showed an order 
for the removal of the body to the Morgue. 
Just then two officers of the mounted service 
rode up an4 ail four followed the vUlty Ua- 
dertaker s driver into the house. 
Mrs. Bequette was found ia the front 
room, surrouaded by ber four children and 
attended by an elderiy lady, who was said to 
be the sister of the deceasea. When the un- 
Gertaker’s driver showed the order and 
stated its purport, Mrs, Bequette rema ked, 
almost careiessiy: On, well, if you Bave 
the autbority | sappose it is all right.’’ 
As the young Wan vacked from the room to 
inguire of others in attendance where the 
body lay, the iady whe was said to 
be Mr. Bequette’s sister D gan to 
weep and retest. This started the 
chii@ren in a fresh paroxysm of grief, aad 
for a few minutes it seemed as though they 
would reseat and resist the removal vf their 
fatuer’s body from the house. But the t 
fcers present kindly and quietly explained 
to them the pecesslity Of obeylog the order of 
the Coroner, and tbe driver and his helper 
procured their rude bier and went up-stairs. 
As they reappeared at the head of the 
stairs with their burden there was a 
fresh Gemonstration of a very affecting 
Character, but Mrs. Bequette was not 
a rticipant. She: sat boitupright in the 
middle of the parlor, counseling her chi- 
Gren to bold their peace, Dut evincing not 
the slightest disposition to break Guwa ber- 
se\f. As the bearers of the body reached the 
foot of the stairs,the elderly sister cried out, 
beseeching|y : 
‘*You’il Dring bim back soo. won't you, 
because we want to take him out ot the eit 
for burial?’’ 
But oat of the parlor came the voice of the 
widow,sbarp and untempered by sobs: No, 
I don’t want him brought back. 
Oh, mamma, yes! oh, Mamma, yes'’’ 
came in a chorus oi sobs from the four ent 
Gren stanamg about the door between the 
parior and the Ball. 
And so, while the officers, the physician 
from across the way, and one or two other 
witnesses stood with uncovered heads 
watching the body down the steps, the sada 
scene closed. The elderly sister followed tne 
bier out to the wagon, the time beseecn- 
ing the Coroner’s agents to bring the re- 
mains back as soon as possible. But nove of 
the other inmates of the housejfollowed the 
body even to the threshold. 
REFUSED TO TALE. 

Before the order arrived an effort was 
made to talk with Mrs. Bequette about the 
mystery that was causing all these unhappy 
scenes, but when she learned that a puDbiica- 
tion of what she might say uld be made, 
she waved the reporter aside with a haughty 
gesture and said: If you area paper man 1 
have nothing to ony to you. I will say to the 
Coroner whatever I care to abogi this Case 
While she spoke she took small gold 
watch from a pocket in ber waist and wound 
it carelessly. , 
Watkins ae found atthe Suburbaa regis- 
tering office atéo’clock and was invited to 
say whatever be wished about the case in 
which bis name was mentioned. He at first 
said: *

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Edward H. Carter Drank Lauda- 
num Before His Wife’s Eyes. 


Bade Her Good-Bye and Fanded Her 
the Empty Phial. 


SHE SCREAMED FOR HELP AND POLICE- 
MEN TOOK CHARGE OF HIM. 


Mrs. Carter Left Him Because He Drank 
and Did Not Provid® ter Her, and ix 
Desperation He Teek FPoisonte End 
His Misery—The Attempt, Hewever, 
Was Unsucecesstal, and Me Will Hew 


Have a Chance te Referm. 


Edward H. Carter, ateamster 69 years of 
age, living at 4744 Easton avenge, attempted 
suicide last night about 7:30 o’clock, by 
drinking a half ounce of laudanum. He 
made the attempt on the steps of 8917 Finney 
avenue, where his wife, who has recently 
left him, was stopping with her sister. He 
was removed to the City Hospital in a seri- 
ous condition. 

The cause seems to have been disgust at 
his own worthlessness and grief over his 
wife leaving him on account of it. 

Carter married his wife six years ago. He 
hes always been a bard drinker and, aecora- 
ing to friends and relatives of Mrs. Carter, 
has never taken any care of her. He went 
off on protracted sprees, they say, often 
leaving the woman without food or money. 
Several times she has left him, Dut always 
returned, for despite his bad habits she 
seemed to havea liking forhim. Carter was 
once a motorman on the Lingell street ral 
way, but owlng to dis numerous sprees 
earned a discharge. He then went to team 
lug for a living. 

The couple had no children, and about 
three months ago the wife adopted a littie 
boy baby in the hope that it would stir the 
heart of the husband to renewed devotion to 
her end to his home, but it did not. He con- 
tinued in his old ways, drinking and ca- 
rousing until Doth the wife and foundliag 
almost died of hunger. 

Last Saterday affairs became so bad in the 
Easton avenue home that Mrs, Carter was 
obliged to leave it. Her husband, after sell- 
ing almost everything for Griak, went off on 
a spree, leaving her so dadh In debt that 
she could not obtain credit, so she sought 
refuge with der married sister, Mrs. J. A. 
Toda, at 8917 Finney avenue. As she was too 
weak in health to care for the child she de- 
cided to put it away, and conntded it to the 
care of the Sisters at St. Ann's Asylum. 

She hes since remained with her sister. 
This morning she received a note from her 
husband asking that some of his clothes be 
sent him. He had gone off wearing only his 
shoes, shirt and trousers. 6he complied 
witn his request. 

Last night about 7:80 he went tothe house. 
He asked for his wife, and she came out on 
the steps totalk with him. Mr. Todd would 
not allow himtoenter. He seemed very de- 
spondent, and threatened to kill himself. 
„Oh, don’t do that, Ea, the woman 
pleaded. 

Bat he was sullen and obstinate, and in- 
sisted that he would. He did not upbraid 
her, or so much as give a hint that he would 
care to have ber come and live with bia 
again. 

**Good-by,’* he said, as he went down the 
steps. Tos won't see me aay more,’’ and 
with that he walked on down to Vandeven- 
ter avenue. 

No ome thought he really contemplated 
taking his life, and they all went into the 
house again. Carter went into Sippy’s drug 
store, on the corner of Finney and Vande- 
venter avenues, aud asced the clerk for some 
laudanum to ease the pain in a cut finger. He 
said he wanted it for eternal application, 
and, as he appeared perfectiy calm, the 
clerk gave it to him. Tie amount was a 
haif-ounce. 

He went straight back to the Todds and 
rang the bell. His wife opened the door. As 
she did so he put the bottle to his lips and 
Grained it, 

Good bye, he said as he handed her the 
empty vottle. That's laudanum.’’ 

Then he sat down deliberately on the steps 
to awalt kis end. 

Mrs. Carter screamed aad aroused the 
nurse. Her sister ran for a pore and 
Officers Butler and Chappell went to the 
house and took charge of the man. He was 
led to the call box and an ambulance sum 
moned. He was taken to the City Hospital 
and at 11 o’clock the physiciams reported 
that he would recover. 

Mrs. Carter was found later in the — 
seated on the steps. She was weeping an 
Rad littie to say. Her brother-ia-law, Mr. 
Toad, was very bitter, however, against 
Carter. He said the would-be-suicide had 
wrecked his wife's life by neglect aad r- 
vation and deserved to die.

No DIVORCES, 


The Startling Op‘nion of the Supreme 
Court of Oklahoma, 


Gururiz, 0, T., Sept. 8.—The decision 
which was handed down by the Territorial 
Supreme Court will make much trouble to 
those who were granted divorces by the Pro- 
bate Court. The Supreme Oourt reversed 
the decision of the Probate Court, holding 
that it had mo power to grant divorces, 
Judge Scott dissented from that 
opinion and an appeal has deen 
made to the Supreme Court of 
the United States. The Legislature 

assed an actin 1990, giving Probate Courts 

urisdiction with District Courts in granting 
divorces, which act was Tatified by orgasic 
act; lawyers claimed the ratification of Con- 
gress abrogates the organic p onfbition. 

Divorce applicants will now have to apply 
to the District Courts, which process re- 
quires no more time than in the lower one, 
ninety days’ residence and thirty days’ pub- 
lication. Those divorced in the Probate 
Court, magay of wnom ve married again, 
will have to reapply and get a second di- 
vorce. : 

Those remarried are apparently bigamists 
and their offspring Pps ane It will take a 
special legislative act to legalize them. 

Lhe dectston will affect a great number of 
people, as it nullifies divorces granted in all 
the twenty-one counties of the Territory, 
Aguregating in number full 700, two-thirds 
ofthe parties belng those who came here 
from other States, and out Of the 1,400 people 
divorced it is probable that nearly 1,000 have 
remarried.

Due the City in Revenue From the 
Edison Illuminating Co. 


The Post-Dispatch Tells Ignorant 


Officials of Money Owed, 


UNDER THE ORDINANOE IT SHOULD PAY 
5 PER ORNT OF ITS RECEIPTS. 


It Has Actually Paid Net a Cent, and, 
Acting On an Opinion Givem by City 
Ceunseclor Marshall in Anmeother Case, 
Comptrelier Sturgeon Has Never D. 
manded the Leser — An Exermeus 
Revenue Which the City May New Col: 
lect, Thanks te the Pest-Dispateh, and 
Mr. Sturgeenm Says He Will New Cel- 
lees It. 


A revenue amounting annually to at lest 
more, is being illegally 
withheld from the city of St. Louis and has 
Deen so for neariy two years. 

This statement was made by the SumDAY 
Post-DisPaToH to Comptroller Sturgeon 
yesterday afternoon after a carefnl investi- 
gation of the matter, backed up dy the 
opinion of City Counselor Marshall. After 
examining the evidence Mr. Sturgeon was 
forced to practically admit the claim. The 
exact amount only Comptroller Sturgeon 
Knows, and thishe does net consider him- 
self at liberty to reveal, 

The revenue is that to which the city is 
jastiy entitled from the Edison Illuminating 
Oo., which by the terms of its franchise, is 
obligated to pay into the City Treasury an- 
nually 5 per cent of its gross earnings. 

It would not have been demanded by the 
city authorities but for the Post-DIéPaTou. 

The company accepted the conditions stip- 
ulated in the ordinance under which it is per- 
mitted io do business ia St. Louis on Oct. 2, 
1892, dut up tothe present time it has never 
paidasingle cent into the City Treasury. 
And yetithas deposited in the Qity Regis- 
trar’s office a $20,000 penal bond providing 
for the carrying out of the conditions aamed 
im the franchise. 

POOR, BUT DEMANDS NOTHING. 

Thecity meeds money. It needs money 
badly. Thechildren of thecity are refused 


money to construct new buildings. The 
Four Courts Bulidingis going to decay and 
the new City Hall stands to-day but a Deauti- 
ful frame-work, unsoccupied, useless, de- 
cause of the need of money. The Mayor has 
been obligea to call a special meeting of the 
Municipal Assembly in order to raise the 
funds to furnish the Court-house with a 
simple coat of whitewashand to pay the 
Ziegenhein commission. And yet this great 
revenue remains uncollected, 

It has been claimed for 
years, ever since the company 
tained its franchise, that it was ex- 
empt from the payment of this 
Sper cent tax, which it has obligated itself 
to pay. The reasons given did not seem to 
the Post-DisPaTcu to be adequate. Investi- 
gation was made, legal opinion obtained, 
and the result was that Comptroller Sturgeon 
Was informed that the city was entitled to 
the money, and he will now take the neces- 
sary steps to get it. g

The Edison lUluminating Co. obtained its 
franchise, which Broker James Campbell, 
one of the heavy stockholders, is pleased to 
call perpetual under art.

12, 1887, which provided that any person or 
corporation could construct an electric 
plant, put up poles and string wires by de- 
positing with the Board of Pubiic Improve- 
ments a plan of the works, a map ot the 
route, manner in which such poles and 
wires are to be set, etc,, and should file with.

WHAT MR. STURGEON ACCEPTED. 

On Bept. 28, 1892, City Counselor Marshall 
was asked by Comptroller Stevenson for an 
opinion as to whether or not the Municipal 
fiectri¢ Light and Power Oo. and the Mis-

MR. STURGEON’S FORMER OPTRION, 

It is upon this opinion that the Bdison 
Tiluminating Co, has escaped the payment to 
the city of 5 per cent of its gross receipts.

geon that the Edison seompany simply ad- 
sorbed the other two companies and was en- 
titled to the same immenities as the 
Municipal and Missouri companies, which 
were perating under purely a 
ten-year contract, with no regular 
franehise, while the Edison company did 
bave, and now has, a franehise which it ob- 
tained and holds under the neral ordl- 
nances of 1887, has put up a $20,000 penal bond 
and, finally, has on file a written agreement 
to pay into the city treasury 6 per cent of its 
gross receipts semi-annually. 
More than a year after the Edison company 
had obtained its franchise, put up its bond 
and fled itsagreement, the Municipal com. 
pany assigned over toit all its contracts, liaes 
poles; In fact, all its rights and tities and 
the only record on the mptrolier’s books 
which ges to show that.theretis an Edison 
company is the words written above the 
entry of the Municipal n **Edison 
Illuminating Oo., assignee.’’ This assign- 
ment was made ec, 21, 1893, and is on file in 
the Register’s office, But the fact that there 
is an Edison Lliuminating Co., which ac- 
copted its franchise and all the conditions 
appurtaining thereto, on Oct, 24, 1893, doe 
not appear on the Comptrolier’s books; only 
**Electric Illuminating Co., assignee of the 
Municipal Electric Light and Power Co.“ 
Nor did Comptroiler Sturgeon know that 
such a franchise existed until iaformed by 
the SUNDAY Post-DisPaTcu representative. 


MR. MARSHALL'S OPINION. 
City Counselor Marshall knew it, though, 
and when asked by the SuxDaY Post-D1s- 
PATCH representative if his opinion referred 
to the Edison INuminating Co., and if he con- 


sidered the company not obligated to pay 
ap Rg city 5 per cent of its gross earnings, 

Not at all. My opinion referred simply to 
the Manicipal Electric Light and Power Co., 
the » Issouri Electric Light Co. and the Laclede 
Gas-Light Co. The two former were given 
the rigut to supply electricity to private con- 
sumers as part payment for building plants 
here and furnishing the city with light. The 
Edison llluminating Co. obtained 1 n- 
chise under an ordinance which provides, as 
one of the chief conditions on which the 
franchise is granted, that it shall poy 5 per 
cent of its gross receipts as shown by sworn 
semi-annual statements, iato the city 
treasury. 

ao believe thatthe property which was 
the original property of these two companies 
is entitied to some exemption, however, just 
as I believe that the city’s right to 
buy up those original piants, oF 
stop their doing business in St. Louis at the 
expiration of ten years, aecording to the 
contract, continues to exist. 


NO QUESTION OF THB OBLIGATION. 

**Bat the line of demarcation should not be 
difficult to nd. The Edison ig not a consol- 
idation of those two companies, Dut was a 
separately formed company with a separate 


franchise, and when it bought up those com- 
panies the city lost none of its rights, nor 
should they. Certainly, however, all the 
extensions and improvements since the 
Edison company began basinesgs, and the 
earnings therefrom, possibly more, are sub- 
Ject to the conditions of the ordinance, 
which makes obligatory the payment into 
— 2 of 5 per cent of their gross re- 
ceipts.’’ 

When Comptroller Sturgeon was informed 
of what Counsellor Marshall had said he 
stated that he should ask at once for another 
opinion, and should de governed by it. He 
said that under the former opiniorg the com- 
pany had deen compelled to make semi- 
annual statements ofits business, dut as no 
percentage had been computed upon it and 
nothing paid in which called fora report the 
Comptroller claimed that the statements

be shown upon a call from the Munieipal As- 
sembly. He stated, however, that the last 
two years showed an enormous increase in 
earnings.

Du.utTa,Minon. Sept. 7.—I went to Hinckley 
this morning with Mr. Miller, Assistant Mane 
ager of the st. Paul & Duluth Raltiroad; Mr, 
Martin, Immigration Agent of the road, and 
Mr. Trowbridge. It was 6:80 o’clock when 
we started from Pine City anda heavy mist 
hung over the land. Not until we had gone 
some distance did we begin to see the de 
straction the fire had wrought, and then {ft 
was almost beyond description. Miles and 
miles of land that was heavily timbered is 
now nothing but a space of blackened earth, 
dotted with charred stumps. 

What strange freaks we saw. In the midst 
of a charred patch, where we could see the 
berned roots of large trees, would bes 
bright green spot nearly untouched dy the 
flerce fames which had evidently skipped 
overit. Thenagain, the fire would burn 
down heavy trees and leave Girectly beside 
them perfectly untouched tender young pine 
trees. Further on down the track, where en. 
erything for miles as far as the eye could 
see was laid bare and charred to the baked 
earth, stood a small house covered with tar 

paper, wholly untouched. The fre 
had burned to the very edge 
of the house and the house was unharmed. 
Still farther beyond Hinckley, where all the 
earth lay bare, black and Daked, we saw 
what was the charred remains of a house; 
The dlackened foundation crumbling from 
the force of the heat marked the spot where 
the house had stood; not a splinter of the 
house itself was left, but within a few feet of

Family Quarrels Ended by Death in a 
Georgia Coach.

Dusum, Ga., Sept. 6.— J. Ira Taylor, a 
young farmer of this community, was kiliea 
on the incoming M., D. &&. train yesterday 
evening about seven miles west of Dablin. 
W. A. Stockey, the slayer and brother-in- 
law of the dead man, went into the car 
where Taylor and Stuckey's wife were sitting 
and demanded to know of her where the 
baby was. After receiving an evasive an- 
swer he turned to Taylor and asked him 
what be dad to do with it, at the same time 
taking Taylor in the collar and shooting him 
in the body, Killing him instantiy. 

During the shooting Mrs. Stuckey arose 
and started for the door to call the con- 
ductor, when Stuckey turned and fired the 
remaining charge in bis pistol at her, hitting 
the seat. 

As soon as this was Gone, he jumped from 
the moving train, which cameon to Dublin. 
The train with the officiais returned to the 
scene of the killing and found Stuckey ata 
house about a Mile from where the shooting 
occurred. He had a compound fracture of 
the left arm below the shoulder joint and 
was bruised elsewhere, 

There as soe trouble between Stuckey and 
the heirs of the Taylor family in reference to 
the property. Not long since Stuckey and 
and his wife rted and their separation 
considerably added te the hard feeling. 
Stuckey was Carried to Macon on the charge 
of illicit Siete and it was on this errand 
as witness that Taylor and Stuckey’s wire 
were in the train returning from Macon. 
Excitement is very high, as the connections 
of both parties are well-to-do people. 


A Bastie With Horse- Thieves.

N first part of this section forbids the 
payment of any sum of money by a candidate 
or any other person for the purpose of infia- 
encing a voter or improperly affecting the 
result of an election.

Post-DisPaton entered into an inde- 
pendent investigation of the subject. The 
facts discovered, which are laid before our 
readers to-day, are astounding. 

The ordinance under which the Edison 
Illuminating Co. obtained the privilege of 
doing business in this city provides that it 
shall file semi-annual statements of its 
earnings and pay into the city treasury 5 
per cent of its gross receipts. 

Although the company filed a formal 
acceptance of the terms of the ordi- 
nance and a penal bond in the sum of 
, 000, and although the annual sum due 
the city under these terms is not less than 
$50,000, not 1 cent has been collected. 
Comptroller Sturgeon admits that he did 
not know the city was entitled to this 5 
per cent, and if any other official knew it 
he kept his knowledge to himself. 

The city has the privilege of purchasing 
the Municipal company’s plant at the end 
of ten years and its contracts with that 
corporation and the Missouri company 
cannot be nallified by consolidation. But 
if these companies claim the perpetual 
charter of the Edison company through 
consolidation, it seems only fair that they 
too should comply with theterms of the 
ordinance granting it. 

The exact sum due the city must be as- 
certained by Comptroller Sturgeon, but it 
is known to be large—not less than $50,000 
per annum. The electric combine now 
represents $4,000,000 of capitalization. 
But despite the needs and constantly 
pleaded poverty of the city not a cent of 
its rightful revenue has been collected 
from this monster combine, and probably 
notacent would ever have been collected 
if the Sunpay Post-DisPatTon had not 
discovered and forced official attention to 
the city’s rights.

A HERO'S SWORD. 


For some time past there has been in the 
possession of private parties in London a 
most interesting and valuable relic, the 
authenticity of which is so well estab- 
lished that it has recently been purchased 
by the Canadian authorities, and will be 
deposited among similar historic articles 
in the library of the Dominion Parlia- 
ment at Ottawa. This relic is nothing 
less than the sword worn by Gen. James 
Wolfe at the battle on the Heights of 
Abraham, Sept. 13, 1759, when he died 
ein the arms of victory,’’ and Canada be- 
came a permanent part of the British Em- 
pire. The subsequent history of the 
sword is curious and remarkable. 
As is well known, Wolfe was wounded 
three times before be finally fell. Of the 
first two wounds he took little notice, 
though one was a severe one in the groin, 
Coneealing the flowing blood with his 
handkerchief, and telling his aides to say 
nothing about it, he again led the Grena- 
diers to the charge. Buta third ball com- 
pletely disabled him, and he was assisted 
a short distance to the rear, where his 
arms and accoutrements were removed 
and everything done to relieve his hope- 
less suffering. When the retreat of the 
enemy was announced he exclaimed: 
„Now, God be praised, I wil! die in 
peace!’’ and in a few moments expired. 
The body was immediately taken to the 
fiag-ship in the river below, and nothing 
was thought of the sword or other prop- 
erty belonging to the dead soldier, These 
lay where they bad been thrown down on 
the damp earth, and over them rushed the 
British battalions in pursuit of the flying 
French, and the batteries of artillery to 
complete the demolition of the citadel.

RAILROADS AND LAW. 

When the Southwestern Traffic Assoola- 
tion met in this city last Wednesday to

tions attracted little or no attention ex- 
cept from the sufferers themselves, while 
now they almost monopolize publio 
thoughtin the effort to improve them, 
The annual revenue of the private chari- 
ties in London alone is nearly §25,000,000, 
and the growth of benevolent institutions 
and associations in Europe and America 10 


was received from Atty.-Gen. Olney. We 
beard of no omnibus injunction restrain- 
ing them, and we shall hear of none when 


something enormous, More money is 
given forthe relief of human suffering, 


they meet again next Wednesday for the 
same purpose. 

There is nearly always-a conspiracy of 
that sort in session somewhere in the 
country, and Atty.-Gen. Olney is one of 
their best paid attorneys and one of their 
most trusted and influential directors. 

There has been no proceeding against 
the Atchison managers on account of their 
recently exposed fraud of §7,000,000 in 
freight receipts, paid out Illegally in se- 
cret rebates but carried on their books as 
freight earnings to swindle unsuspeoting 
investors in Atchison stock. But why 
specify one road? There is nota railroad 
management in this country that is not 
notoriously an unpunished, unrestrained 
violator of law and every rule of equity 
and business honesty. 

Railroad managers are permitted to 
accumulate monster fortunes by robbing 
both their stockholders and the public; to 
favor or ruin business firms or cities by 
discriminations in rates; to prevent com- 
petition by forming combinations in re- 
straint of trade; to control thus the rates 
of transportation, the prices received by 
the producers of every product, the profits 
of every business; to increase ad libitum 
the twelve billions of rallroad securities of 
which at least four billions ia water“ 
and make the interest and dividends 
thereof a perpetual first lien upon all the 
induatries and marketable products of the 
country. 

They thus exercise a power conceded to 
the potentates of no other country in the 
world—a power with which they corrupt 
legislatures and control political parties, 
courts and officials to such an extent that 
there is no serious legal restraint imposed 
upon them. 

It may be excellent to have such giant 
power, but it is exceedingly unwise to‘ ‘use 
it like agiant.’’ Railroad properties are 
peculiarly dependent on the laws and the 
law-abiding spirit of the people for pro- 
tection, and the trusted managers of such 
properties were guilty of one of the most 
pernicious crimes against social order and 


and more thought is expended in devising 
ways and means for the permanent physi- 
cal and moral betterment of humanity, 
than at any previous period in the history 
of the world, Social conditions are not 
only, on the whole, far better than they 
were, but the tendency to improvement is 
unmistakable, Of course the margin for 
such improvement is painfully wide, but 
it is steadify, if slowly, diminishing; and 
while it is we have a right to hope and be- 
lieve that the darker features of the social 
problem are in process of gradual ex- 
tinction,

THE HOUSE OF ORLEANS. 

The death of the Comte de Paris, repre- 
sentative alike of the elder and junoir 
branches of the Bourbon family, naturally 
revives popular interest in the House of 
Orleans, which he especially represented, 
and the headship of which is now vested in 
his son, the present Duke of Orleans. 

The duchy of Orleans was established in 
1344 by Philip VI. of the house of Valois, 
who gave. it to his son, from whom it has 
descended—though in very irregular suc- 
cession—to our own day. Several of the 
Dukes of Orleans have been men of more 
or less distinction, but the first one 
of any considerable historical conse- 
quence was Philip, born in 1674, 
who after the death of Louis XIV. 
became Regent during the minority of 
Louis XV. He had natural abilities of a 
high order, but they were neutralized by 
thoroughly corrupt morals; and it can be 
truthfully said of him that he reduced 
debauchery toa sclence. Under his ad- 
ministration France took long and strong 
steps toward the revolution which came a 
century later. 

His great grandson, Louis 
Joseph, fifth Duke of Orleans, 
barring the brains—very much“ la chip of 
the old block.’’ Born in1747, and mar- 
rying immense wealth in the person of an 
illegitimate descendant of Louis XIV., he 
deyeloped an inordinate political ambi- 
tion, to gratify which he adopted ultra 
liberal principles and placed himself in

CERTAIN SOCIAL CONDITIONS. 
London is the richest as well as largest 
city in the world, and it is hardly too 
much to say that the riches of the world Is 
poured into her lap. Once it was true that 
‘all roads lead to Rome; now it is true 
that ‘‘all roads lead to London’’—and 
every road is crowded with the coming and 
going representatives of a wealth com- 
pared with which that of Rome, at the 
height of her power, was the merest baga- 
telle. How unevenly this wealth is dis- 
tributed is shown by recent reliable 
statistics. 

The total percentage of the population 
found to be ‘‘in poverty’’ by Mr. Charles 
Booth and his assistants is 307-10 per cent 
for all London. And this does not in- 
clude any of the regularly employed and 
fairly paid working class. What are 
called The well-to-do classes number 
only 17 8-10 per cent of the entire popula- 
tion. In estimating the total percentage 
of the population in poverty,“ the rich 
districts were taken with the poor; but in 
thirty-seven districts, each having 4 
population of over 80,000, and cdntaining 
altogether 1,179,000 persons, the propor- 
tion in poverty’’ is nowhere less than 40 
per cent, and in some of them reaches 60 
per cent! 

Is London an exception to the rule? 
Such an intelligent end impartial observer 
as Prof. Huxley does not think 80, He 
says, in a lately published work, this: 

Anyone who is acquainted with the state 
of the population of all great industrial cen- 
ters, whether inthis or other countries, is 
aware that, amidst a large and increasing 
body of that population, the misery of 


pauperism reigns supreme. I have mo pre- 
tensions to the character Of @ op pene 
pist, and I have a special horror of all sorts 
of sentimental rhetoric. Lam merely trying 
to deal with facts to some exteat within my 
own knowledge and farther‘ evidenced by 
abundant testimony as a + and 1 
take it to be a mere plain truth that 
throughout industrial Europe there is not 
a single large manufacturing city 


opposition to the King and the Court. 
Then was given him the name by which 
he is best known, Philippe Egalite.’’ 
He did not hesitate to vote for the death of 
his kinsman and sovereign, and was ap- 
propriately rewarded by losing his own 
head on the scaffold, Nov. 6, 1792. 

He was succeeded in what was then only 
an empty title, by Louis Philippe, 
afterwards King of the French for 
eighteen years; decidedly the ablest and 
most respectable member of the family it 
has yet produced. He was an honest, hon- 
orable, clean and brave man from begin- 
ning to end, and France has had no better 
royal ruler than was this ‘‘King of the 
Barricades.’’ 

His eldest sen, Ferdinand, Duke of Or- 
leans, was born in 1810 and killed by run- 
away horses in 1842, His son it is who has 
just died. Ferdinand’s grandson, the 
present Duke of Orleans, has thus far 
shown himself to be a rather inferior scion 
of illustrious stock. He may improve 
with age,’’ but the room for improvement 
is uncommonly spacious.

These predatory bands (we can con- 
sistently call them such) are bound together 
with ties of kindred thought, boodle, boodle, 
and nothing escapes them. Every depart- 
ment is looted to a greater or less degree and 
franchises of immense value are bartered 
away as if they were the undivided and sole 
property of the bosses, and the plunder goes 
to keep the gangs together. 

The corrupt practices act strikes a deadly 
blow at these rings, but its force will 
be of little avail unless backed up 
by those interested in its enforcement. Hon. 
Charles Claflln Allen was the chief instru- 
ment in the enactment of this 
wholesome statute, and I see no reason 
why he and some of those he can con- 
veniently muster to Ris support, should not 
take the Initiative in the formation of a civie 
soelety forthe prevention of corrupt prac- 
tices In municipal politics, and other whoie- 
some undertakings. 

Weshould have a constitational amend- 
ment submitted striking out the provision 
requiring the numbering of ballots and tally 
sheets to correspond so that the voter’s 
identity can be established. It Is notorious 
that many of the recounts demanded and 
secured were more for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the names of recalcitrant voters 
than injthe hope of reversing the decision an- 
nounced.

In the army appropriation bill recently 
considered in Washington, the Orst amend- 
ment of the Senate Appropriation Com- 
mittee provided that Geronimo and his war- 
like tribe should be taken to Sill, I. T., and 
in addition to paying all their expenses 
$15,000 was appropriated for providing 
them with agricultural implements. 
The committee provision was subdsequentiy 
amended on motion of Senator Dubois so as 
to leave the sy of their removal to the 
discretion of the Secretary Of War. In this 
shape the matter went the conference and 
when the report was submitted tothe con. 
ference a bitter fight was made in both 
houses by friends of the ‘erritory against 
adopting the report, unless it stated tn ex- 
press terms that the Indians should pot be 
taken tothe ladtan Territory. The report, 
however, was adopted in both houses ana if 
the Secreta of War sees ut to do so the 
Fort sul military reservation will be b 
dened with Gernoimo and bis savages.

Duncan B. Harrison, manager for M. B. 
Curtis, who played ‘‘Sam’l of Posen at 
the Grand Opera-house last week, called 


at the Four Courts yesterday afternoon and 


wanted a warrant charging Henry T. Dolan 
with dlackmall. The Prosecuting Attorney ’s 
office was closed, and Mr. Harrison visited 
the ofce of the Chief of Police and related 
bis grievance, which was that while Mr. 
Curtis was in jail at San Francisco, Cal., on 
a charge of killing Policeman Grant in 1891 
Dolan, who was then in St. Louls, elaimed 
that e and two women had witnessea the 
shooting, and that Dolan would go to Ban 
Francisco and testify if transportation were 
sent him. Mr. Curtis’ lawyers investigated, 
Mr. Harrison stated. and, learning that 
Dolan’s statement@were not true, dropped 
the matter. Attoher G. H. Ten Brock of 
this city looked into the matter for Mr. Cur- 
tis and the latter paid him for his trouble. 
During the week Mr. Harrison received a let- 
ter from Attorney Ten Brock regarding the 
matter ond going to Mr. Ten Brock’s office in 
room 68 of the Turner Building, at 804 North 
Eighth street, and met Dolah, who de- 
mandeé $45, which Harrison refused to pay. 
Yesterday afternoon the effects of the Curtis 
**Sam’lofr Posen Co.“ were attached on a 
claim brought by Dolan in a jus. 
tice court. Harrison replerined the 
goods and then sought to dave Dolan ar- 
rested for alleged bDiackmall. The police de- 
clined to interfere without a warrant aud 
Mr. Harrison left. 

Mr. Harrison was seen by a Post-DisPatcu 
reporteratthe Grand Opera-house shortly 
after be had returned from the Four Courts 
and he made the following statement:

RICHEST-IN AMERICA. 


The Astor Family, Their Millions 
Standing in New York Society. 

The Astors are the richest’ family in Amer- 
ica. Russell Sage, who can probably give a 
closer estimate of individual fortunes than 
any of the great financiers, says the Astors 
are worth about 8178, 000, 000. They own block 
after block of the most valuable real estate 
on Manhattan Island and more than 1,000 
awellings. 

John Jacob Astor, the founder of the fam- 
ur. ame to America from Baden, and all 
throuan life clung to bis long German pipe 
and his stone beer mug. On his 
arrival in New York the young German 


emigrant obtained work in a bake shop but 
soon after quit the occupation of kneading 
bread dough to become a beater of fursina 
large fur house. He was industrious, frugal 
and farsighted. With his savings he went 
into business for himself, and ra ialy 
branched out untii he became the lead- 
ing fur dealer of New York, 
lie reaehed out to the Pacific 
coast and founded the unfortunate colony at 
Astoria, Ore., which through the treachery 
of his agents and the war of 1812 passed into 
the hands of the Hudson Bay Company. 
Though he lost a fortune in that venture, he 
Kept on emassing wealth in New Tork 
through the rise in vaiue of real 
estete. He married Sarah Todd, 
broyght him a dowry of ° 
quite a contrast with the marriage 
settiements the Astors of recent generations 
have made upon their daughters. John 
JacoD Astor lived to be 84 years old, and was 
actively engaged in business in New York 
for forty-ome years. He left an estate valued 
at $20,000,000, which went to his sons, John 
Jacob and William Backbouse 
Astor, in trust for their chil- 
dren. The frst was demented and 
for many years was confined ina brown 
stone mansion. He died at the age of 60. 

William B. Astor, who inherited the bulk 
ofthe fortune, was born in 1792, and pos- 
sessed the money making talents of his 
father. He married a daughter of Gen. 
Armstrong, Secretary of War under 
President Madison. ‘They had six chil- 
dren. Under his shrewd management the 
estate increased in value to more 
than $150,0000,000, some estimates placing it 
as bigh as $200,000,000. Two-thiras of the 
fortune went to John Jacob Astor III. and is 
now held by William Waldorf Astor, who 
lives modestly and who will havea much 
larger estate tnan his father dia. 


WILLIAM ASTOR’S FAMILY. 

Mrs. Drayton is the daughter of the late 
William Astor, who died twoyears ago in 
Paris, about the time the Drayton-Borrowe 
scandal was at its height. It was said at the 
time that the disgrace brought upon the 
Astor name by his daughter’s conduct das.

KANSAS SUGAR. 


Utter Failure of the Proposed 
Sorghum Industry. 


—— | 


The Federal Government Spent a 
Million Dollars to Encourage It. 


WRONGLY ATTRIBUTED TO 
TARIFF LEGISLATION. 


FAILURE

B=x-Secoretary of Agriculture Colman Says 
Inereased Production of Sugar in 
Germany and Belgium and Govern- 
ment Beunty on Exportations Ruined 
the Kansas Industries— He till Be- 
liewes That Sorghum Will Yet Be 
Profitable fer Sugat-Making. 


Forr Scorr, Kan., Sept. 8. — Te Kansas 
sugar season, just begun, will mark the total 
failure of the $1,000,000 Governmental experi- 
most ot the sorghum sugar industry in this 
State. In all probability not a pound of 
sugar will be made ia Kansas this year, 
said George W. Marble, the Government 
Sugar Inspector for Kansas, Nebraska and 
Dakota. ‘*The season Opened witha large 
crop of cane three weeks ago, Dut no sugar 
has been made—the cane juice is being made 
into sorghum and shipped out. 

„The managers of the sugar factories 
claim that the repeal of the sugar bounty is 
directly the cause of thie failure, Dat it can- 
not be attributed to that alone. In 1886, 
when the Government, after an enormous 
expense, completed the experiment and pro- 
nounced the industry a success, there were 
six vast sugar factories in the state. 
Since the industry was weaned from 
experimental appropriations and up to jthe 
season of 1898, even while the bounty was in 
full operation, fourof these factories were 
closed and the machinery was sent to Louisi- 
aus and Cuba. Inthe season of 1898, while 
the bounty was still in effect, the Medicine 
Lodge factory had no oatfit, owing toa 
failure of crops. The Port Scott factory was 
the only one to pfe@duce any material 
amoent of sugar. From these facts it is 
plainly evident that the sugar industry in 
Kansas was crumDling, witbout the foster- 
ing appropriations for experiments which 
bullt it up, notwithstanding the mounificent 
State and national bounties. 

But the failure of the sugar industry has 
developed the sorghum business. The 
sugar factories now is operation are con- 
verting their cane into sorghum, and the 
cane producers themselves are putting in 


sorahum mills in every community, as a 
consequence of the large reduction in the 
rice paid by the sugar factories for cane. 
ithin twelve miles of the Ft. Seutt sugar 
factory—the first and largest ever built by 
the Government in the tate —eigut sorghum 
mills are now in opefation, and the daily 
— amounts to many thousands ot gal- 
as. 


EX-GECRETARY COLMAN’S VIEWS. 

The above wasshown to Norman J. OCol- 
man, who was Secretary of Agriculture dur- 
ing Cleveland's first term: 1 think the, 
condition of the sugar-making industry in 
Kansas can be traced directly to the wonder- 
ful inerease ia the production of sugar in 
Germany, Belgium and other European 
c untries, Mr. Colman said. some 
countries, notadiy Germany, give a bounty 
on all sugar that is exported, and this hag 
brought the price of sugar Gown to its pres 
ent low price, so low that even the Louis 
lana sugar growers deelare they cannot 
profitably manufacture at present prices. 
am satisfied that if sugar commanded 
the price it did ten years ago 
all the sorghum s r factories of Kansas 
would now be running and @ great many ad- 
Gitional ones besides. I think the only 
reason they have abandoned sugar-maxkin 
is that it is more profitable to make a go 
syrup than it is to Make cane sugar. 

Thore isino doudt dat what there Is enough 
crystalizabie sugar in sorghum syrup to 
make sugar-making profitable at fair prices, 
but having so many et sugar factories in 
the world and do much cheap labor, we 
are not able to compete with them.

with the feeding value of corn for all kinds 
of stock, and the seed alone will nearly pa 
the cost of raising the crop. I have not los 
faith in the value of sorghum and 
the only reason that the manufacture 
of sorghum sugar has been abandoned is the 
very low price, and that it has been found 
that syrup pays Detter than sugar. We do 
not have the extensive importations of syrup

COTTON FOR JAPAN. 


An Iateresting Report From United 
States Consul Molvor. 
WasHINGTON, D. O., Sept. 8.—The state Do- 
partment is in receipt of a roport from United 
States Consul Melvor of Kanagawa, Japan, 
upon the manufacture of cotton fabrics from 
American cotton, pointing out the great op- 


portunity now afforded the United States to 
open up direct trade with Japan. He says: 

„Japanese manufacturers are each year 
improvingthe grade of their cotton fabrics 
and thus demandinga larger proportion of 
our cotton, which is the only long staple cot- 
ton which can be used in their machines 
economically; yet by far the greater propor- 
tion of this large supply of American cotton 
is purchased in Liver land don. 

The supposed explanation of this peculiar 
condition is that the ocean rates from En- 

land to Japan are much lese than the com- 
bined railway and ocean rates from an 
inland point to Japan. If these statements

Beerbohm of latest mail dates says of Euro- 
pean crop conditions: 

The weather has again been very broken 
and much rain has fallen durin 
week, seriously interfering wi 
operations where in progress. 
seems to have been a — 5 wet day over 
nearly the whole of England. Under these 
threshing of the new grain 
has roceeded very slowly, and the general 
condition of the new wheat Offering (the 
quantity of which is at present very limitea)is 
not being too damp fori ate use. 
The yield of the harvest in France 16 still 
considered a large one, but the quality in 
many places is seriously Geteriorating and 
une dry weather is more than ever needed 
for the completion of the harvest. Advices 
from Hambourg state that enormoas quaati- 
ties of rain fell in many districts of Germany 
on the 19th and 20th inst., and that a large 
quantity of wheat was still out In the flelds 
aad ering greatiy from the bad weather; 
potato disease was spreading rapidly and tne 
main crop was in great danger. Similar ad- 
vices dave been received from Berlin. In 
Holland, too, the weatber had been bad up 
to the 2th inst., but on the ist 
there was some improvement, enabling 
farmors to partly house their crops and the 
weather seemed likely toimprove. At Ham- 
burg the damp character of the new wheat 
had prevented much business being done. 
In Belgium there had been some fine days, 
but had again become rainy, thus again 
impeding barvest operations; at present 
there does not, however, appear to have 
been much actual damuge dome, but fine 
weather was very much desired, as harvest 
was making such slow progress.

The Investment Market Shows ea Strong 

Tome and G@ood Inquiry—Bond Deal- 
ings in Fair Volume—Present Gold 
Balauce $56,000,000—Wall Street

New Tonk, Sept. 6.—The market of the 
week has shown a further reactionary: ten- 
Gepcy. Business bas been less active and 
prices have flattened. The professional 
character of the market made it impossible 
thatsucha movement as that during the 
greater part of August should continue. For 
the same reason there is no cause to 160k for 
a prolonged deéline in the market. Outside 
interest has been awakened to some extent 
and it is ranged on the bull side. There is 
little liquidation. The outside investment 
market shows a strong tone and constant 
inguiry, and the bond dealings continue in 
fair volume, prices maintained. The room 


traders are prophesying a bad crop report 
on Mon and trading has been checked 
pending he publication of the official re- 
port. Statistics of that character appeal 
more to the professional than to investors. 
Little doubt exists as to the maintenance of 
the important dividends to be declared this 
moath, although the CHicago & Rock Island 
management have not dees very reassuring 
in their forecasts of dle action. Money 
continues a 4 and bankers express disap- 
pointment at the renewed tendency ward 
low rates. The general outlook, barrihg the 
Western crops, continues clear, and as bas 
been said, that 1 factor is offset by 
others of a more cheerful character. 

The condition of the National Treasa 
shows a slow and steady improvement, an 
it now appears that a bond issue will not be 
necessary. The present gold balance is 
about $56,000,000. The larger part of the 
gain in gold holdings is due to the deposits of 
gold ballion In the various assay offices. Up 
to the cessation of gold exports, the smelt- 
ing companies nearly all demanded gold coin 
against their deposits of bullion, but since 
that time they have been willin 
checks on the clearing-house.

This movement 
has been increasing for several days, and, 
while under the recent ing of the lreas- 
ary small notes are furhisted ia exchange 
for large ones, there is alsoa fairly constant 
trickling inof gold coin. The improving 
condition of the Treasury is a most favorabie 
feature in the situation. 

Recuperation is the order of the day. Busi- 
ness is recovering fromits prostration and 
some Givisions more quickly than in others, 
but the tendency is unmistakable. Conceding 
the vast injury to the grain growing sec- 
tions it may be said that the country at large 
will Dreak even on the year. As a whole 
tite assured prosperity of the South promises 
to offset the losses in the West. New York,as 
the financial center of the country, will re- 
fiect the maintenance or perhaps increase of 
national wealth, and onthe exchan the 
feeling of stronger confidence is already 
general. The financial outlook has been 
greatiy cleared up Dy the events ofthe past 
year, Outthe pathway of progress is still 
blocked by the numerous upreorganiged rail: 
road properties. 

The Post says: Afew minor experimenters 
for the decline Dought back their stocks to- 
day, and London orders helped in Louis ville 
and st.

HOW HE BECAME A LAWYER. 


When Heury Samuel Priest was a very 
young boy with long yellow curls Bis parents 
Degan mapping outa career for him. His 
father was a pious, scholarly man, the owner 
ofa large slave farm in Northerm Missouri 
and a professor in the famous old Van Rens- 
Selacr Academy. He decided that Sam 
should be a Presbyterian preacher, and 
Before the boy got beyond the knicker- 
Docker period he began shaping his mind 
in that direction.

Overall was 
then, as he is now, a captivating talker, and 
he never tired of entertaining the college 
h adventurous stories and delightful 
anecdote, of which he had an in- 
exhaustible supply, and the students 
repaid him by en his speeches. 
Overall took an especial liking to young 
t. andthe able young Circuit Attorney 
and the boy student cemented there a frlend- 
ship that has lasted through all these years. 
In recalling those days at Fulton, Judge 
Priest said:

Francis not to permit my name to be 
used. Atnoonl wenttolunckeon as usual 
with Col. fordyce, Gen. Blodgett and Fred 
Lehman anda while we were eating a tele- 
gram came from Francis, announcing tat 
he was powerless to preventthe use of my 
name as it had already gone tothe Senate. 

The new Judge of the United states Dis- 
trict Court is a man of marked individuality. 
To the members of his profession bis marvel- 
ous memory is one of hie most copspicuous 
traits. In all the cases in which they have been 
associated with him, he has never been 
known to jot down one word of memoranda 
or to have once refreshed his memory by re- 
ferring to a note in either cross-examining a 
witness or in summing UP &@ Case before judge 
orjury. He is the pictare of good health 
and, though 41 years old, a bard worker and 
a close student, there is nota line in his face 
or the faintest trace of care or worry. This 
is largely due to the care be has always taken 
of himself, to regular habits aad frequent 
exercise. He lives well, though not ex- 
travagantly, dresses in excellent taste and 
smokes moderately. 

The afternoon that I spent with him ina his 
library at home he seemed to take pride in 
showing me his books. I should think any 
man would be proud of sucha library as he 
possesses, and the character of the books 
indicated the character of the man. They 
include many of the choicest gems of litera- 
ture, and there is not an unclean, impure 
work in the entire collection. We discussed 
at considerable length the politics of city and 
State, the part he has taken ina litics and 
the causes that brought about his appolnt- 
ment. Said he: 

It has been sald of me that I have wielded 
such litical influence as 1 possess in dehalt 
of raliroads, and it has even been charged 
that I have been a sort of lobpyist among 
jegisiators. Nothingcowld be more abso- 
lutely false. Onthe contrary I have striven 
to bury entire my relations with raliroad 
interests in all my political actions; time and

| Expectation. 


A BUSINESS REVIVAL OF MOST GRATI- 
FYING PROPORTIONS. 


— 


Reports From the Clearing-House Show 
the Extent of This Improvement— 
Merchants’ and Mechanics’ Exchanges 
Furnish Additional Proef—Statistics 
From Other Sources: 


The great wave of financial distre& that 
sweptover this country one year ago, com. 
pletely paralysing many of the great manu. 
facturing and trade centers, was less sé- 
verely felt in st. Louis than any of the other 
large cities. St. Louis is also one of the first 
of the large cities to recover from the effects 
ofthe panic. Business is rapidly reviving. 

The SUNDAY Posr-Disraron yesterday se- 


jobbers gratifying reports of improvement 
in nearly all fines, They said that all 
through the past week there was a steady 
stream of country merchants coming into 
the city to buy fall stocks, and that many of 
the merchants had purchased more exten- 
Sively than in corresponding seasons for 
several years. This is especially true of the 
merchargts from Southern States, notably 
Arkansas, Texas, Tennessee and Louisiana. 
In those States crops are abundant and the 
effects of last year’s panic nearly obliter- 
ated. Missouri and Illinois merchants are 
alse buying heavily and are full of hope for 
the future, 

Jobbers also report a greatly increased 
activity among their traveling salesmen, en- 
couraging sales and improved collections. 
From now on they look fora lively fall trade 
and are already increasing their working

MR. CHASE'S CLEARING-HOUSE STATEMENT. 
Mr. Edward Chase, the veteran manager 
of the st. Louis Clearing-house Association, 
when asked what indications of a trade re- 
vival had been made manifest in the dally 
business of the clearing-house, pointed to a 
row of figures he had just finished comput- 
ing. It was a comparison between the 
clearings of last week and the preceding 
week. The footings showed an increase of 
10% percent. The aggregate clearings for 
the week ending Sept. 6 were $19,466,493, 
and for the preceding week $17,622,739. an 
increase in favor of last week of $1,848,754. 
The total clearings for the month of August 
were $90,168,560, an increase of $21,424,481 over 
August of 1893. When it Is considered that 


it took the country five years to recover from 
the panic ef 1874 these Hgures encourage the 
hope that St. Louls mercantile and manu- 
facturing Interests are fast recovering their 
normal condition of commercial prosperity. 


PRESIDENT LEB OF THE r. p. A. 

There is no surer barometer of commercial 
conditions than the reports of traveling 
salesmen, They are the men who are at all 
times In close touch with the pulse of trade, 


the first to feel the effects of hard times and 
the first to see signs of awakening prosper- 
ity. John A. Lee, National President of the 
Travelers’ Protective Association, an organ- 
ization of more than 8,000 traveling sales- 
men, in an interview yesterday sald: 

Reports that are coming to me from our 
members in many;jsections ofjthe country are 
full of encouragement and none more 80 
than the reports of st. Louis drummers. 
During the week many of the boys have 
been called in to look after the big influx ef 
country merchants, and those who have 
found time tocall at our headquarters tell of 
greatiy increaséd sales and a general re- 
sumption of trade. Letters coming to me 
from boys on the road are equally as enceur- 
aging. Another sign of improved conditions 
is the number of letters we are receiving 
from jobbers asking us to furnish us with 
the names of unemployed salesmen, and still 
another is the nuinber of applications we 
are receiving for membership in our associ- 
ation, the applications for last month being 
nearly double the applications we received 
ip August, 18983. 

AT THE HOTELS, 

Last week was one of the busiest St. Louis 
hotels have had in over a year. Many of the 
larger ones were filled to their fullest capac- 
ity nearly every night, mostly with mer- 


chants from cities in the district covered by 
St. Louis jobblag houses. Talks with these 
merchants was of an encouraging character. 
They said they had been holding off and buy- 
ing as little as they could possibly get along 
with until Congress should get through tink- 
eriag with the tarifm. Now that this impor- 
tant legislation is settled and they know pre- 
cisely where they stand they had hurried to 
market to lay in their season stocks. Many

ArohDishop Kain and ¥r. Power Inter 
viewed Regarding Its Get on Church 
Services—A Return to the Gregortan 
Chant and Noble Simpliotty—an Inter- 
esting Change. 


A recent decree issued by the Sacred Con- 
aregation of Rites at Rome, defiajng onuren 
music, has created widespread interest 
among Catholies, because the injanctions 
contained im the decree will work a decided. 
change inthe character of the music played 
at divine service. Music and song is an ee 
sential element of the Roman Catholic ritual, 
Solemn masses, benediction, vespers, the 
consecration of bishops, the ordination of 
priests and funeral exercises call for trained 
choirs, either of the laity or the clergy, to 
render the hymns, psalms and prayers. The 
great masters have recognized in the sub- 
lime and solemn nature of the ritual a divine 
„motif.“ and they have put forth 
their best efforts in the production of 
masses. But the lesser lights of the 
harmonic world have also attempted 


to display their geniusin ecclesiastical com- 
So Because they have revealed no re- 

igious spirit in their works, but on the con- 
trary have worked in theatrical and in- 
tensely worldly strains, the sacred congre.- 
gation has endeavored tocall back the choigg 
to the point of pristine simplicity and God. 
like devotion. 


ARCHBI*F HOP KAIN SEEN. 
Most Rev. Archbishop Kain was visited a8 
his home yesterday and was asked what 
would be the effect of the decree of the 
Sacred Congregation and when he would ate 
tempt to enforce its urgent orders. 
**I prefer not to discuss the subject,“ sald 


the Arehbishop. ‘‘l have read the decree in 
the Latin, for I have received a eopy of it 
from Rome. I have read it also in English, 
but I have not given the sub. 
ject sufficient nt warrant 
me in making public statement, 
There are other things which more im- 
mediately demand my attention. When 
those are disposed of I will turn my atten- 
tion to the subject of the decree. I am free 
to admit thatlam not a musician, conver- 
sant with the technical language of the art. 
Hence Iwill seek enlightenment as to cer- 
tain passages of the decree. I advise you to 
interview some of the clergy who areup on 
these subjects.’’ 


FR. POWER’S VIEWS. 

Rev. Fr. Gerard b. Power, pastor of the 
Chureh of the Immaculate Conception, who 
is an authority on harmonics, was asked to 
state what the decree meant, and what 


changes it would produce. ‘‘I believe,’’ 
said he, that the decree will have the 
effect of making the Gregorian chant more 
prominent in church services, for the decree 
says: : 

Every composition whieh Is inspired by the char- 
acter ef the Saered Ceremony and which isin keep- 
ing with the sense of the rite and liturgi:al words is 
eapabie of exciting the devotion of the faite fal and 
in so mueb is wortny of the House of God. 

Of such a nature is the Gregorian chant which the 
Chureh regards as her own, being the only ene 
whieh she adopts in her liturgieai books, 

But this does not mean that the composi- 
tions of the great masters will be banished 
from the church because the decree also says 
that part music and chromatic music is also 
suited to religious functions, ifit be marked 
by theisame characteristics as the Grego- 
rian. But light, junedifying, and even 
worldly Variations must cease. Organists 
play them and choirs sings the words of the 
Givine to such accompaniments; bat thig 
must not befor the decree says that ‘it ig 
expressly forbidden to use in church ary 
rane music, especially if it is inspired by 
theatrical motives, variations and reminis- 
cences.’’ 

ane mass COM), sitions of Mozart, Haydn, 
Beethoven, Rossini, ©harubini and others doe 
not render the ‘‘imtroitus,’’ the ‘‘gradual,’’ 
the ‘‘offertory’’ or the ‘*‘nost-communion,’* 
These solemn passages in the mass are beau- 
tifully produced in the Gregorian works. 
The tendency therefore will be za substitute 
the Gregorian chant, at these parts of the 
mass, for the secular part-music measures 
contained in the compositions of the 
modern masters. The aecree s 
that in order to safeguard the respect due tu 
the liturgical words and in order to prevent 
prolixity in sacred functions, all music is 
forbidden in which the words are even in the 
slightest measure omitted, turned aside 
from their sease or indiscreetly repeated, 
This injunction will prevent the rendering at 
divine service of many of the mass composi- 
tions of Mozart, Haydn and Beethoven, and 
pretty much all modern mass music, 
and especially the works of Millard, Giorza 
and Rosewig. Some of Mogart’s ‘*‘Améns’’ 
cover several pages of music, and the 
word is repeated interminably, for the 
sake ofthe magnificent measures. But the 
injunction will not apply tothe com 1 
tions of Rheimberger, Bruckner, the 1 
fan school established by Dr. Witt and 
Gounod’s grand works, the *‘Solemn 2 ad 
and the Paschal Mass.

army officers, including Gen. Miles, were op- 
posed tothe headquarters being located at 
Chicago and if given a voice in the matter 
would have urged that St. Louls is by far ths 
more desirable point, rut Chicago was then 
trembling with fear of Anarchist outbreaks 
and wheedied the President into sending the 
soldiers there to protect the homes of ite 
millionaires. St. Louls people do not despair 
of having the headquarters returned here 
and are quietiy workingin that direction, 
with some prospect of ultimate success. 
Another object was totryand persuade 
the War Department to joln with the mu- 
nicipal authorities in constructing a boule- 
vard along the banks of the Mississippi be- 
tween the city andthe Barracks. The idea 
originated with Street Commissioner Mar- 
phy, aud though he has not met with much 
encquragement from the War Department 
he hasnever abandoned it. Now that the 


Barracks has become a military post of im- 
portance, he has revived the project, and in 
the near future will once more lay it before 
the authorities at Washington. 

Commissioner Aurphy' plans are for 8 
boulevard 200 feet wide, to begia at the foot 
of Loulsa street and follow the line of the 
river. It could be arranged for tramways, 
carriage dr ves, electrie rallwar and heavy 
teaming, combining a pleasure drive with &@ 
n military road. The length would 

less than eight miles and the Commissioa- 
erestimates the cost ot construction at pot 
to exceed 3180, 000 a mile, the expense to be 
met jointly by the city and the Government. 

Tue effect of Constructiig the boule- 
vard, says the Commissioner, ‘‘would be 
immediately felt by the property owners 
south of the Mill Creek valley, and every foot 
of property in South St. Louis would be 
greatly increased in value. The boulevard 
would also be of incalculable benefit to the 
entire city, forit would mean a delightful 
Griveway that is not surpassed by any in 
Europe. The late Senator Armstrong was an 
enthusiastic advocate of the measure, and 
* called the attention of Gen. 
Schofleld and the Committee on Military 
Affairs of both houses of Congress to it. Had 
he lived I belleve the boulevard would now 
be assured. 

Ine route pursued by the boulevard would 
De east of the Iron Nountain Railroad toa 
point south of Ivory Station, where it would 
diverge westward into the grounds of the 
reservation. I Was one of a delegation that 
went to Washington some years ago to urge 
the War Department toconvert the Barracks 
into a Orst-class itdry post,and at that 
time tie plans for a boulevard were sub- 
mitted and fully discussed. The project 
met with the hearty approval of Gen, 
Proctor, who was then Secretary of 
War, and the only obstruction thrown 
in the way was the fact that the Appropria- 
tions Committee had cut down the allowance 
lor the War Department so close that there 
were no funds avallable. It may be that the 
project involves a larger expenditure than 
can now be made avaliable through munici- 
pal revenue or Federal appropriation, but it 
isa matter for our city and congressional 
legisiators to think seriously over and to try 
and devise some means whereby the project 
can be carried out. 

Could this boulevard be provided it would 
undoubtedly meet with Bigh favor from 
every resident of the city, for laying aside 
the important question of the improvement 
of real estate, everyone would appreciate a 
Irlve through the beautiful country that lies 
Detween the city and Jefferson Barracks.

& LABORATORY OF POISONS. 


The Body Mazuufactures Enough Poison 
to Kill. 


Auto-infection is the latest idea in medical 
science, an idea which aspires to dislodge 
the little micro-organism from its sove- 
reignty over the tmagination of doctors. 
Here is what Dr. Hickman said about it in 
an address before the Medical Society of the 
State of Washington: 


**It ts Known that in the normal process of 
Gigestion of ordinary foods, there are 
ed at certain stages products which, if 
thrown into the circulation, will produce 
alarming symptoms and even death. Now 
suppose — rtion of the digestive ma-

Thus it becomes ascientific fact that we are 
continually on the brink of destruction by 
natural processes. * 
**As one observer says very aptiy. we are 
a laboratory of poisons. Then why do we not 
succumb? The reasons lie with the excretory 
organsand with the liver. The liver has 
been found to separate from the blood very 
many polsons and to destroy some. Schiff 
ascertained that by injecting certain alka- 
lolds intoa branch of the portal vein the 
proportion of the polson in the blood as it 
came from the liver was much lessened. He 
also found that a definite amount in 
proportion to body weight of nie- 
otine, as other toxic 
alxalolds, when timjected into 
a peripheral vein, produce tntoxication; this 
same quantity. when injected intoa branch 
of the portal vein, would not produce any 
result. He further found that such a dose of 
nicotine as would only intoxicate when in- 
jected intothe portal vein, would Kill after 
tying the portal vein. These experiments 
make positive proof that the liver destroys a 
certain amount of toxic substances. It was 
also found that, when certain aikalolds in 
doses known to be toxic were triturated with 
liver tisspe, the result of the infusion in- 
jected was ni; the same quantity, when
